Q. Is there a right and wrong 
way to teach a child to walk? 
A. Most children do pretty well 
with little more help than hand- 
holding. What youngsters walk 
on during the learning process 
may be more important than how 
they are helped. A Washington, 
D. C,, doctor believes that learn- 
ing to walk on a smooth, flat 
surface may lead to flat feet. He 
watched barefoot Indian babies 
toddle around on pebbly ground 
and saw how their feet responded 
to Mother Earth’s carpet. Taking 
this cue, the doctor made a play 
pen pad studded with knobs to 
simulate pebbles. When babies 
are placed on such a pad, the toes 
make a grasping movement. The 
foot is unable to turn outward 
and tends to toe in.
